THIRTY DAYS IN JAIL 


Is Daniel O'Shea's Sentence for Dis- 


turbing Peace in Bellwood. 


The following article concerning a 
former Bedfordite is taken from the 
Altoona Tribune, June 10: 


"Bellwood had considerable excite- 
ment about 4 o'clock Monday after- 
noon, when Policeman Jones, in his 
efforts to preserve the peace and 
good order of his bailiwick, met with 
serious resistance. 
The trouble was 
witnessed by a good many people 
along the street and comments on 
the affair were numerous and gener- 
ally complimentary to the physical 
strength and courage of Policeman 
Jones. 


"The trouble began in front of 
Hetrick's pool roon. 
Daniel O'Shea, 
formerly policeman in the town, was 
visiting former friends and it is al- 
leged that he had been drinking and 
was using improper language on the 
street. 
After inviting him twice to 


get off the street quietly without his 
paying any need, Mr. Jones arrested

knocked it aside, receiving the bullet 
between the thumb and first finger of 
his left hand. The wound is not seri- 
ous and did not incapacitate Mr.

the railroad which is Campbellsville, 
Ky., and just how 'they could or 
would build such nice brick houses, 
have such nice wide streets, well- 
paved with the best of vitrified brick, 
water works, electric light and other 
modern conveniences so far from the 
railroad, is a question that the writer 
cannot answer. 
They must haul the 


coal to run the electric plant twenty 
miles by team; all their goods are 
hauled this distance and the team- 
sters get fifteen cents a hundred for 
hauling. 


The town's temple of justice is in 


the centre of the square and nice, 
large, brick houses are on all sides. 
They have a number of manufac- 
tories—the tobacco-box and 
stave 


factories, the hosiery and blanket 
mills being among the most promi- 
nent. 
Oh! yes, they have an ice 


plant but nary beer to cool with the 
ice. 
The country around the county 


is mostly limestone and will produce 
good crops. 
Mules and horses do 


most of the work, though now and 
then one sees four big oxen in a har- 
row, smoothing 01 combing what 
clods the} don't trample into fine 
earth. 
I have seen barley cut and on 


shock, while the wheat is beginning 
to color and will be read\ for the 
reaper in ten days 
While in some 


places I have seen corn up and work- 
ed. I heard a man say he had thirty 
acres of ground to break foi corn. 
The season has been very "wet, thus 
holding the farmers back in many 
ways, but has not kept the grass 
back. 


They also raise much tobacco all 


through this part of the state and no 
doubt most of jour readeis have read 
of the night riders burning barns and 
tobacco, scraping the hot beds where 
the farmers were growing the tobacco 
plants, thus destroying the same, and 
doing a hundred and one things that 
would be punishable at home and no 
doubt would be here if caught. 
In 


some towns and sections the farmers 
have organized and do picket duty at 
night. 
I know a Piedmont Gerhart, 


a cousin of Rev. Gerhart that used 
to live in Bedford, who does picket 
duty ever} Tuesday - night, and be- 
cause his brother who is an extensive

original draft, with a few interlinea- 
tions by Adams and Franklin, are 
also preserved at the Department of 
State. 
The facsimile which was or- 


dered by President Monroe was made 
for the purpose of giving a copy to 
each of the signers then living and 
their heirs. 
These original copies 


are now of great value.—Baltimore

THAT BRILMAXT STAR 


Former Bedford Pastor Writes From 


His Observatory. 


Quite a number of persons have 


had their attention directed to the 
evening star which forms quite a con- 
spicuous object in the western sky at 
the present time. Judging from fre- 
quent questions asked us, it may be 
of interest to many to know that it is 
the planet Venus, a world almost ex- 
actly the size of our own that is just 
now about 28,000,000 of miles away. 
It revolves about the sun in an al- 
most circular orbit at a distance of a 
little more than 67,000,000 of miles, j 
As this distance is less than that of 
the earth, the planet never gets into 
the part of the sky opposite the sun 
but is seen alternately east and west 
of the sun, never getting farther than 
47 degrees away. When east of the 
sun it is seen as the evening star, 
when west it is the morning star. On 
the 26th of April it rounded the east- 
ern end of its orbit and since then 
has been swinging inward toward the 
-sun, 
coming nearer and nearer to us. 


By the 5th of July it will pass be- 


tween us and the sun; it will be only 
19,000,000 of miles away—the near- 
est approach of any heavenly body 
except the 
moon 
and the 
little 


planetoid 
Eros, 
discovered a few 


years ago. 
It is this near approach 


of Venus that is the cause of its un- 
usual brightness, which makes it pos- 
sible to see it now in the daytime 
and casts a shadow on a dark night. 
But it passed its greatest brilliancy 
on the 29th of May; for as it swings 
in between the earth and the sun, its 
bright side is turned more and more 
away from us,—it has become cres- 
cent in. shape, and the crescent (even 
while it grows larger) narrows so 
rapidly as to fade away and in a few 
weeks be lost to sight. It does not 
require a strong glass to see the cres- 
cent at present; a field" glass, spy- 
glass, or large binocular is enough, 
and he who will try it will be reward- 
ed by a most beautiful and interest- 
ing sight. 


Venus has been approaching Jupi- 


ter, the bright star, second only to 
Venus that is at the present time to 
be seen in the western sky a little 
higher and a short way to the left. 
Unfortunately, however, they will not 
come into conjunction, and we will, 
miss the splendid sight-that the near 
approach of two such bright stars af- 
ford; for after the 13th of June (the 
time 
of . their nearest approach) 


Venus' return toward the sun will 
rapidly widen the distance between 
them. . Towards the middle of July 
Venus will have passed the sun and 
become the morning star. It will be 
at its greatest brilliancy August 11 
and the greatest westward distance 
from the sun September 14.

This question, always interesting 


for the light it throws on the past 
history of the earth, has had manyan-. 
swers. 
The latest is that of Dr. J. 


W. Spencer, who, from recent studies 
on the spot, finds that the mean rate 
of recession of the falls at present is 
4.2 feet per year, and this has been 
the rate for approximately 227 years. 
But owing to the fact that originally 
the waters of Lake Erie only were 
discharged over the falls, giving but' 
one fifteenth of the present water 
supply, the rate of recession was at 
first much lower. 
A sudden widen- 


ing of the gorge above Foster's Flat 
indicates the position of the falls 
when, the other great lakes began to 
discharge into Lake Erie. From his 
data, Dr. Spencer calculates the en- 
tire age of the falls at 39,000 years. 
The cutting, with the full power of 
the" four lakes, is estimated to have 
lasted 3,500 years.—Youth's Com- 
panion.

SNOW BLINDNESS. 


She Way This Terrible Affliction Af- 


fects Its Victims. 


Snow blindness is an affliction little 


known through description, though not 
very difficult to describe, for here the 
strongest adjectives need few qualifi- 
cations. The pain does not follow im- 
mediately upon the straining which 
seems to be its cause. 
After a long 


day of haze the travele'r finds when he 
gets into camp that his eyes are a lit- 
tle itchy and that they water if he 
comes too near a fire or any source of 
heat. Later they feel as if there were 
a trace of smoke in the tent, then as if 
a grain or two of sand had got under 
the eyelids and finally as if the eye 
sockets were lined with sandpaper. 
Every movement of the eye causes 
pain, and then the pains begin to come 
without a provoking roll of the eye- 
ball. At first there is a dull ache, grow- 
ing gradually sharper until toward 
morning of a sleepless night it throbs 
through the eyes every few seconds, 
with twinges comparable to, but not 
equaled by, the shooting pains of tooth- 
ache. It is the only affliction with the 
pain of which the ordinary Eskimo 
cries out 
The severity of the attack 


diminishes toward the end of the first 
twenty-four hours. For the larger part 
of that time the sufferer usually keeps 
lis tent, moaning and occasionally cry- 
ing out sharply, lying on his face, with 
both hands covering his closed eyes to 
ieep out the faintest possible light. On 
the second^ or perhaps third day he is 
able to travel, but is very nearsighted 
and sees everything double. In a week 
or so, if the weather is hazy or he has 
no goggles, the same individual may 
lave another attack, but the first at- 
:ack 
of the year is the most severe ap- 


parently. 
Every attack weakens the 


eyes and predisposes to further attacks, 
which—so at least the Eskimos believe 


•finally lead to total blindness, an af- 


fliction rather common among the Es- 
kimos. 


Keeping the eyes from strain and, if 


possible, focusing them continually on 
some dark object, such as a black dog 
n one's team, is believed by the na- 
tives to be the chief safeguard. 
The 


iame view is held by many of the roy- 
al northwest mounted police, whose 
duties within the arctic and on the 
plains of the northwest frequently ex- 
pose them to snow blindness. Nothing 
perhaps could more clearly bring out 
he trying nature of the affliction than 
:he fact that one or more suicides among 
the policemen on spring duty in the 
northwest are attributed to Inability 
:o bear the pain of snow blindness. 
Occasionally the police employ the 
amusing but apparently rather effective 
device of painting the nose black and 
rying to focus the eyes upon it. The 
ype of nose may have something to do 
with the effectiveness of this scheme. 
—V. Stefansson in Harper's Magazine.

No wonder strange superstitions lin 


jjer in the scattered hamlets by the sea 
or in the lonely cabins on" the rocky is 
lands round the iron coast, for on win- 
ter nights when the mighty surges 
break thundering against the towerln. 
cliffs and the storm wind wails weird- 
ly through the hollow caverns and iviec 
ruins, where the deserted fortresses of 
the powerful chieftains of bygone days 
look down 
on the 
Coaming waves 


and the cry of the gulls and curlew 
echoes over rock shores and across 
wide loughs and estuaries, one might 
well fancy that the sounds were the 
roice of giants or wizards doomed for 
their sins to wander forever round this 
coast, the mournful wail of the "ban 
shee" or of "the White Lady of the 
Cliffs"—a famous Munster apparition. 


Women and children, crouching over 


the fire of driftwood, peat or furze 
branches flaming fitfully on the open 
hearth, cross themselves as a louder 
wail rings through the darkness or a 
rumbling sound is heard that to their 
ears seems to be the rolling of the 
wheels of "the headless coach" or 
"death coach," so called in the County 
Cork because horses and driver are 
supposed to be headless. 
The coach- 


man is the dullahan—that is, a dark 
or sullen person, a goblin of most 
malignant disposition. 


This phantom is said to "follow" 


many old Munster families, the vehi- 
cle lumbering heavily up the avenue 
and stopping at the front door when- 
ever a death is about to occur in the 
house. I know numbers of persons— 
and not by any means merely unedu- 
cated peasants—who are persuaded 
that they have heard the rumbling of 
the headless coach. 
Needless to say, 


the noise of a heavy cart at night 
along an unfrequented road is suffi- 
cient to te.rrify superstitious people 
into believing that they have heard the 
death coach. They take good care not 
to see it! 


Another much dreaded apparition- is 


the phooka, or fairy horse, a very ma- 
licious spirit that is said to appear in 
the shape of a beautiful coal black 
steed with fire darting from his eyes 
and nostrils. 


Occasionally he adopts the form ot 


a black bull or goat, and sometimes he 
appears as an awful compound of sev- 
eral black animals—horse, bull, goat 
and ram. In his equine form he Is 
said to amuse himself by enticing soli- 
tary travelers whom he meets after 
dark into mounting him, and as he in- 
variably looks like a "nate cut of a 
horse," such as every Irishman appre- 
ciates, he is said to succeed very fre- 
quently in his nefarious plan. 


The instant the rider is on his back 


the elfin steed dashes off madly through 
stream, lake and bog hole, thicket and 
coppice, hedge and ditch, marsh and 
ravine, till the terrified mortal, drench- 
ed, torn and bruised, shrieks for mercy 
or perhaps remembers to gasp out a 
prayer, when with a furious bound the 
phooka flings him off, preferably into a 
muddy pool or a furze brake, and darts 
away, leaving the unhappy rider -to 
pick hirnself up, invariably finding that 
he is miles out of his way. 


Sudden falls are attributed to this 


malignant sprite, and many a man -who 
has lost his way or met with an acci- 
dent coming home from fair or funeral 
on a dark night is convinced for the 
rest of his days that he has been led 
astray by the phooka, although his 
troubles were possibly due to a yet 
more potent spirit. 
Dangerous rocks 


and crags are often called "carrig-na- 
phooka" (teock of the phooka), just as 
deep pools or holes in a river or bog 
are "poul-na-phooka." A beautiful wa- 
terfall in 'WlckloTv' bears this name. 


The "poukeen," as he is sometimes 


called, is also said to adopt the form 
of a great black bird or a bat 
The 


latter is greatly feared by the country, 
folks. In the bat form he Is supposed 
to lure people into climbing ivied walls' 
and towers, from which he throws 
them, an idea which seems to bear 
some relation to the vampire stories ot 
eastern Europe. 
He is the pouke of 


Spenser, and from breaking the necks 
of the unwary to spoiling the black- 
berries on Michaelmas eve in order to 
vex the archaagel there are few enor- 
mities of which he is not guilty, ac- 
cording to popular belief. 


"Puck, the household fairy," of Eng- 


lish legend finds his Irish counterpart 
in the flr-darrig, or red man, a mer- 
ry goblin, very similar to the Scotch 
red cap, or brownie. He is said to be 
dressed in scarlet 
The attire of most 


of the Irish fairies is supposed to con- 
sist of a green suit, red shoes, long 
white stockings and a red or black cap 
with an eagle's feather. This little red 
clad sprite is said to be remarkable for 
the extreme beauty of his voice, which, 
according to the now fast disappearing 
race of story tellers, is "like the sound 
of the waves," "the music of angels or 
the warbling of birds." A sweet voice 
te highly esteemed In Erin, where a 
girl possessing that "excellent thing In 
women" Is said to be able to "coax the 
birds off the bushes."—New Ireland Re-

ing beaux sabreurs by whose aid Napo- 
leon became the scourge of Europe. 


In the city of Strassburg at the close 


of the eighteenth century soldiers of 
all ranks had ample opportunities of 
picking quarrels whenever they wish- 
ed. A captain of hussars named Four- 
nler indulged in this amusement to his 
heart's content and became celebrated 
for his aggressive temper and his ad- 
dress with arms. Strassburg had to 
reproach* him for the loss of her sons, 
and especially for having challenged 
without any plausible reason a young 
man named Blume, whom he killed 
without the slightest pity. 


On the very day of Blume's funeral 


General Moreau gave a ball, to which 
were invited all the members of the 
high bourgeoise. 
It was desirable to 


avoid the scandalous scenes which 
could not fail to take place between 
the fellow townsmen, perhaps the rela- 
tions, of the 
unfortunate deceased 


and the aggressor, who was styled his 
murderer. 
General Moreau therefore
